But when:the Turkes peri then /a- 
gainc in the morning 8toreſaid, they out 
with all their ſayles,and gave chace tothen 
againe,but having ſmall hope to fetch them 
up, for they L 
glad to be out of the danger of ſo impla- 
cable and cruchl an enemie, and willing to 
bring their broken Ship into ſome. good 
harbour amongſtour friends and Country- 
wWeſte-;:5)2 tf 07. | 
The Turkes conceiving no hope to re. 
coyer the Bleſſmg, gave over their chace, and 
with all the ſpeed:they could. they: chaſed 
rwo other ſmall ſhippes ; aſfuring them. 
ſelves that they ſhould have aneaher buſi. 
nefſe, ora lighter match to cope with both 
them than they. had with that one: they 
dealt withall-rheday before; in; which cx- 
Qation they were not deceived, for with- 
in the ſpace of two houres and a halfe, they 
came up with oneofthem, and ſhot three 
pieces of Ordnance at them who were able 
to make nOrefiftance, whereupon the Turks 
layd them aboord and tooke them , pre- 
ſently putting rheir own men into the ſmall 
Shippe, which they had no ſooner mian'd, 
bur they gave chaſe to 'the 
ſhort time laid her aboard and tooke her

alſo, and man'd her as he did the other, and 
then they gave chaſe to two other Shippes, 
which were to leeward of them, and were 
come ſomewhat neere unto them, but by 
reaſon of the diſtance betwixt the Turkes 
and the Ship, Bleſſing, that Maſter 4ndroves 
was in, and the duskinefſe of the weather, 
they cannot tell whether thoſe laſt two 
Shippes were taken or not : Maſter 4n- 
drew was foute times boorded by the Turks, 
and ( as you have heard related) fired by 
them : yet afteralong and perillous fight, 
having foure men kill'd out-right, and two- 
ſo wounded that they dyed ſhortly after, 
and ſix men ſorely hurt; yet by the mercy 
of God the Ship came home, and had her 
Maſts, Sayles, and breaches repaired, and 
happily proceeded, and fet forth for her 
intende Voyage for Nenfoundland. And 
allthis (orthe ſumme, pith, and truth of 
all this)was delivered to menof Worth and 
Authority, by the Oath and Teſtimony of 
Richard Andrew Maſter of the Ship named 
the Fleſſing aforeſaid. 
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of brave .and dangerous. Sea- 
Fight, mhich-was fought the'6. of No- 
Yember , 1636. in 4 Ship called the 
Johnof Plimmouth, of the burden 
\ "of 12:0, Tonnes, the Maſters name being

in a fiſhing voyage at Newfoundland, and 
fraighted from thence, weighed Anker and 
ſet ſayles for Nants, (a Towne in Bretagne a 
Province in Fraxce, being in the Latitude of 
47. degrees and 30. minutes, and off from 
the land 35. leagues, Eaſtand by Norththe

and guard, the OAFevs ore, 
Bi rocabore balfe an = reſpite, but 


hecameupwithur, and ſhotat us; 3 Ibeing 
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then upon the Poope hayle him, (or call'd 
tohim ) demanding what he was, but in- 
ſtead of making me an anſwer, the Turkes 
burſt all out into alaughter at me, and hot. 
ly diſcharged all his Ordnance on one fide 
twice, which was 26. ſhots, bur I thanke 
God, heneither hurt or killd any one of my 
men; thenhe made towards me, and laid 
me aboord, uſing all his force, and with his 
great ſhot made great breaches in:my Ship, 
and by bard hap killed my Gunner, and one 
man more ,and inthis bloody bickering he 
ſhor away my maine maſt , ard toremeex- 
ceeding much, in the meane time we were 
not idle , but with ſuch poore force as wee 
had made reſiſtance as wee could, for our 
Gunnes and 'Murtherer lay ſo neceſfary for 
us in our Fore-caftle, and ſteerage or quar. 
ter, thatwee powred our ſhot fo thicke 
amongſt his men, that hee was fainewith 
baftero leave us. 

But not minding to take his laſt leave of 
us as yet, he cameup inmy ſterne,, where I 
had no force to refiſt him, hee having foure 
peeces right foreward on, tooke as much 
timeas he thoght fir for his beſt advantage, 
(forhe would alwayes play or plye where 
was left defence) and ſo the third RNs 
ay 
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laydme aboord once more, burt, me fourc 
mer8, and tore my: Ship very: much, and 
w.ithatl ſet me on fare, and then fell off 
from me about halſe a cables length, then 
Iwas forced with the few weake and wea- 
ryedtnen that I had left me, to ſling them 
with ropes over-boord to quench qut the 
fire, 'whenzhe ſmall ſhot came very thicke 
about us from. the Turkes on each fide of 
us; yet 1-thanke Gad, they hurt.not any one 

-ofus. 
"The fire being quenched, he made yp 
-to me againe,, and. layd me .aboord the 
faurth-time, and hurt three more qf my men 
very much, and withall tore.me ſo mach, 
that I badthree foorand ahbalfeofwater in 
the hold okmy Ship, and. ſhotaway all my 
maſts and fayles except my, fore-maſtand 
-feaxe;rop-maſt, likewiſe he ſhot away one 
-ofmy:Pumps,whbileſt with muehlabour of 
my men at one Pumpe which was left, wee 
\wereſtarceableta keep thewaterat, a ſtay,

is gone out againe Maſter of a Ship, from 
Plimmouth for Newfoundland. 

In the Deſcriptions of theſe two peril- 
lous Sea-Fights, may be perceived mani- 
feſtly what extraordinary and unexpected 
bleflings God will give to good and honeſt 
reſolutionsand —_ for in the capa- 
city and underſtanding of man it could not 
be conceived that two ſuch weake Ships, ſo 
many degrees inferiour in ſtrength of Bulk, 
Munition, Ordnance, and numbers of men, 
ſhould both endure to bee ſo oftentimes 
boorded by their crue]l enemies, and a- 
Dide ſo many fierce —_— and bickerings, 
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to have almoft alt thei?'h
